SACRAMENTO — As- 
Speaker Leo 
McCarthy wants the tem- 
porary half-cent sales tax 
used to help fund the Bay 
Area Rapid Transit District

The San Francisco Demo- 
crat said recently that he 
would introduce legislation 
that would make that 
change, adding that he 
doubted that the tax could 
ever be dropped. 

He told reporters it was a 
“gigantic lie’ for BART 
backers to have suggested 
that the rail rapid transit 
system would one day be 
self-sufficient. 

“That was an impossibil- 
ity from inception,” McCar- 
thy said. “It was a bit of 


. dishonesty that I don’t think 


should be repeated,”

que that 70 percent of the 
unds generated by the tax 
(0 directly to BART, which 
as been plagued by finan- 
cial problems. 


The rest would go to the 
Metropolitan Transit Com- 
mission, which could allo- 
cate it to BART, AC Transit 
or the San Francisco Munic- 
ipal Railway. 

The tax, which McCarthy 
‘says. raises $47 million a 
year, is levied in San Fran- 
cisco, Alameda and Contra 
Costa counties, the three 
served by BART.

McCarthy said MTC 
would be required to use. the 
funds as a “carrot to require 
the three transit systems to 
properly integrate 
schedules, fares, routes and 
transfers.”

The U.S. Postal Service is currently planning to elim- 
inate mail processing services in Berkeley. These ser- 
vices will be moved to Oakland in the near future. This 
means that all mail box collections will be taken to the 
Oakland main post office instead of to the Berkeley main 
office. And all Berkeley mail will be distributed for 
Berkeley letter carriers in Oakland, not Berkeley. 


This service consolidation will mean delays in one 
day intra-city delivery. It will cause delays of local busi- 
ness mail. Berkeley mail will take a half an hour longer 
to get to the mail processing operation, and the mail will 
have to be delivered to Berkeley letter carriers a half an 
hour earlier. Additional tax subsidized labor will be 
needed. This consolidation will also mean that 80 or 
more full time Berkeley jobs will be moved to Oakland.
